not show Crivelli's style in so marked a 
manner as do many of his altar-pieces and 
large compositions, but, within their limita- 
tions, they will serve as good examples of 
his work. 

Wood Carvings. — It is doubtful if any 
of the arts of design represent the develop- 
ment of styles of ornament better than cab- 
inet-making, taken in its broadest sense, and 
including furniture. Almost no collection 
of industrial objects could be as serviceable 
to the craftsman of a community as a collec- 
tion exemplifying the development of the 
woodworker's art in all of its branches. 

A nucleus of such a collection was formed 
in the early days of the Museum, and has 
received valuable additions from time to 
time from generous friends, Stephen Whit- 
ney Phoenix, Auguste Pottier, William B. 
Osgood Field, and others. To these gifts 



sixty-four pieces have now been added by 
purchase. 

The new acquisitions include a French 
Renaissance table and an armoire, two 
German Renaissance armoires, six Chip- 
pendale chairs, and three coffers of various 
epochs. 

Besides these pieces there is a large num- 
ber of fragments ranging in size from double 
doors and panels down to drawer-fronts, 
and in style from the early Gothic to the late 
eighteenth century. All of these have come 
from French dealers; and in passing, it 
should be stated that such objects, even the 
smallest of them, have attained within the 
last few years a greatly increased money 
value, and so are obtained with difficulty. 

The most important fragments are three 
large panels in the style of Louis XIV., 
from the Bibliotheque Nationale, and 
twelve coffer fronts, chiefly Gothic.
